Four Persons Die in Less Tlian a Week. 

New York. Feb. •).— The coroner's 
offlce was notilied to-day of the death of 
:Mrs. Floremc ?il.iy Xason at a private 
hospital. Her death was caused hy 
pneumonia, followiu); tlie inhalatimi of, 
smoke at the .IcITerson hotel fire of last 
■Weilnesday. ITer husbanil died on Sat- 
urday from the same cause. 'Mr. tiad 
Mrs.' Nason's idiild died at the .lefferson 
several days liefore the lire. The nurs'' 
who Imd lieen in attendance. lOlir.alielh 
Dowinjr, was thrown to the pavement b.v 
the breaking of a rope fire escape aiid 
was killed. Thus in less than a week, 
fntiier, mother, child and nurse met 
death. 



AViudsor, Feh. 4. — The bust honors 
huvo been paid to Queen Victoria. Tier 
body now rests peacefully near that of 
her husband iu the mausoleum at Frog- 
more. The fipal ceremoniea were more 
of a funeral and pathetic character than 
any uf tho obsequies which preceded 
them. Shortly before 3 o'clock, in Oie 
pretieuco of the Hoyal mourners, the 
Grenadiers' guard of liouor lifted tho 
colUn from its temporary resting place 
in tlie Albert Memoritil chapel and 
placed it on the i;uii carriai,'L'. In the 
ineanLime Uie tjueeu's company of 
Grenadiers, drawn up in the (juudrau- 
gle, prerieiued arms and "wheeled into 
line, their rille muzzles pointing to tlTo 
rear, at the reverse, and with eXftyf^ 
imasured steps marched, towards the 
CusLle gatcfi. 

At the head of- the proecesion was a 
bund playing UJiopiu's funeral march. 
Slowly the cortugu passed under tlio 
massive archway, ou tho long '\valk, 
which was a mas-s of black, brilliantly 
edged with scarlet. Life Guardsmen, 
kept the croMd hack. 

in place on the kuu carriage was tho 
same regalia whieli bad attracted the 
eyes of millions since Uie Jiiareli to the 
i:ra\-o beyan at Osburue. 'Olcse behind 
walked the King, Emperor William 
and the Duke of Counaught, wearing 
dark military overcoatti and pluimjd 
cocked hats, and looking pale and care- 
worn. In similar dull attiru were tho' 
Kings of Portugal aud Belgium. Ail 
iieuds were bent. .The blue and grey of 
tho Gorman princes redeemed the Hoy-- 
al group from perfect eombroncss of col- 
or. Behind these walked Queen Alex- 
andra and the Itoynl Priiices.ses, deep- ■ 
ly veiled. The Queen carried an "um- 
brella, but the others had their hands- 
folded. As the latil ot: these veiled wo- 
men piissed out of the C;i-stlo, there 
came two boys dressed in bright tartan 
kills iind velvet jackets; betw(.'en them 
was a young girl, her fair, loorio iiair 
glittering against the crepe of her 
mourning. Two of these were children 
of the Princess of Battenberg aud the 
other Prince Edward of York. His tiny 
legs could hardly keep pace even- 
with tho slow progress of the march. 

The rear of tbe procession "Was- 
broii^rht up by the suites of tho Kingw 
and I'rincesses. 

Down the long walk, with the band 
still playing Chopin's dirge, this throng, 
slowdy made it« way to the maufioletmi. 
The horses altaeluxl to the gun carriage- 
were inclined to he restive, hut as an 
c.xira precaution a drag of ropes wtis at- 
tachetl to the wheels and held by sturdy 
artillerymen. 

.\l the lodi;e gates the strain of the 
band died away and the pipers eom- 
nuMieed their lament. 

There, between the broad avenue of 
stately trccM, the crowdd wero thickest,, 
foraiijig dense black banks. 

By 3:30 p.m. the crowned bier pass- 
ed into tlie outer lodge, which leads to 
the Froginore enclosure, where none but. 
the family and their servants were ad'r- 
III it ted. The choir met them, and the 
Hoyal family and their relativi^s enter- 
ed the burial place, so dear to the late 
(/ueen, ranging UiemstdveH on e.ach side 
of the collie. The Bishop of Winches- 
ter read the hist part of the burial eor- 
vice. After further singiii.u' by the choir, 
the benediction was given, and amid the 
priya,cy of the family tcjinb the last f.aro- 
widls were said, the funeral came to an 
end, the inonrners drove lo tlu^ castle 
and the crowds <lisi)ersed.

•at rest. We nre too near her life and 
Toifni to be able to view it in proper 
perspective. As, wlion one stands at 
the foot o£ some lofty mountain, ho is 
unable correctly to upprccintc the part it 
forms in the landscnpo, so wo, who 
st.ind ill tho slmdnw of tlic ^'lorious 
carper of our late holovi-d sfivi'i-cisii. 
must ho content tr) allow ollu-rs Avlio 
sliall ('OHIO after us lo form a rorri^'t 
estimate of her i)Ineo amonj; contoin- 
pornry monarclis. Our view is also to 
sotne extent clouded by the ffrlcf ocon- 
sioned by hor recent dealh, althonirh we 
•are able ti^ catch tliron^h llie rifts in 
the clouds glimpses of tlio splendor of 
her life and the brilliant purity of her 
example. 

Victoria's place iu history will, Tve von-

triumphs of bis military prenins and bis 
slcill ns an administrator.

B. 0. DEVELOPMENT. 

The passintr need of, tbe hour is for an 
understanding^ botwoon the federal n"ntl 
local governments upon a policy which 
will develoji this province on broad and 
comprcliensive lines. In apiiroachin^ 
tbo coiisideratiiin of this question it is 
desirable to point out that the federal 
authorities, before deciding upon any 
lino of policy which they may recom- 
mend to parliament, must take into ac- 
count the manner in v\-bicli it will be 
received in otiior portions of tho I")i>- 
minion. No matter how broad and 
patriotic the view any government of 
Canada may be disposed to take of sub- 
jects portainiiiK to tbo development of 
any one portion of the Dominion, they 
must govern their actions to a certain 
dcBreo by tho manner In which they 
\viU be received by the people of other 
localities. Tho province of Ontarii> i-' 
strouRly imbued with tbe idea that it is 
tbo "milch i-ow " of the Dominion. 
Her people are under •the impression 
that they pay for everythinfr that is done 
in any of tho other provinces, and if you 
point out to them tbe excessively larjie 
per capita contributinn of this province 
to the federal revenue, they regard it as 
simply tho restilt of juggling with 
futures. The Tvaurier ministry Is in a 
minority in Oiitnrin. aiul from their iioiiit 

of view it is cxc liii^'ly desirable that 

this minority should be converted into a 
majority. Hence the views of the On- 
tario members will naturally prevail to 
some extent in determining any line of 
policy that may be adopted ; and the 
maniHM- in which sneli policy is likely to 
stril;e the people of Ontario will also be 
an iiitlnential factor. This difllculty is 
pointed out, not because it is insur- 
mountable, hut because it must be taki'ii 
into consideration in advancing any pro- 
posal contemplating parlianientaiy aid. 
There is, however, exceedingly good 
ground for the belief that tho next 
session of parliament wili not bo wholly 
baiTcn of leiiisl.-itioii wbicli can lie sup- 
plemented by (lur own 1 louse, sn as to 
form such a general development scliemc 
as we -iveiii,] iili liUe to see innugarnted. 

It would lie premiitnre to Indicate the 
direct ion in which federal assistance 
may lie anticipated. Indeed, our infor- 
mation is that no delinite C(Hiclusions 
have yet been reached on this subject. 
But it is not too soon to say that if any 
good results are to flow from the efforts 
being put forward in that behalf, there 
must be the h(>artiest co-operation tie- 
tween .■ill parties in this nrovince. 

Speaking in a general way, -wo suggest 
that tho opening of the province should 
be prosecuted along such lines as tho 
followintr, namely: 

The building of tlie Coast-Kooteiiay 
railway, the extension of the Island rail- 
way, the construction of tho Canada 
Northern, and the building Of the all- 
Oanadi.'in line tn the Yukon. So far as 
one can gather from informal conversa- 
tions, there is no difrercnco of opinion 
bore as to the importanco of tbo several 
projects. There may oxirt doubt in 
some quarters as to the desirability of 
advancing some of them at this particu- 
lar time, but this is largely due tn a 
lack of infiirniation in tho proper (piar- 
tors than to any indisposition to deal 
fairly by the province. Tbe visit o* Mr. 
Dunsmuir to the Capital is having an 
admirable effect in this connection. Ilis 
business-like presentation of problems in 
transportation, his evident sincerity and 
singleness of purpose in urging tho 
cK.ims of the province, .nnd his thorough 
knowledge of the country, htivo nmlonbt- 
edly produced an excollent effect and 
•\vill s(M-ve much towards bringing about 
till" aceiimiilislinient of what we all have 
SI) lira r at hi'art.

San Francisco which she completed 
Sunday night. There were exciting 
events galore, finally capped by a sad 
tragedy. The victim, John McLean, 

who h;i(l terrorized the shii) until he was 
put in irons, leaped oi-er tho steamer's 
side at 11 o'clock on Saturday night, his 
wrists held to-gether in liaudculTs, and 
Vi-as drowned. TSvo boats scoured tlie 
vicinity, tossed like corks in the rolI^:h 
soa for an hour and a half, but the un- 
fortunate man was never seen again, 
having evidently gone down at once. 

The unfortunate, .Tohn McLean, was a 
man of about -10 years of .age, ami was 
said to be a native of New York. lie 
had lieeii working iis n liar-teiiiler at .'^au 
Francisco, and from his ravings while 
siirfi'riug from delirium freuiens on the 
sleamer, it seems as thougli he was in 
fear of the consequences of some real or 
imaginary net at San Francisco. Prior 
to going to San Francisco he had been 
a bar-tender in tho Totem saloon in 
Seattle, and was said to have friends in 
Vietoria. 

He was seen to be under the citocts of 
li(iiior when he embarked at the Bay 
City ami took up his accommodation in 
the seeond-ela.ss. Hardl.v hud the 
steamer left her moorings when he began 
a search of tho sccond-cla.ss quarters, 
looking, he said, for "seven Native 
Sous," who, he said, were following hiiu 
"to do liini up" for "having got away 
with the wad." .\s one ..T his fcllow- 
pa-^songers put it: "We all saw he was 
' liii'.'-hoiiso ' soon after ho eanie on 
lioard. and tho first night out be went 
the rounds of the liuiiks and looked into 
everyliiidy's fai'e. Those fellows who 
were asleep lie woke up. and roughly 
asked them to turn over so that lie 
could see their faces. He woke me nii. 
auil .after looldug into lay face, said. 
.' Xo, you ain't on;' nf 'cm, but I'll find 
'em all.' " 

Mcl.eau grew wors(> and was soon vio- 
lent as tho ri'sult of his delirium. Next 
moruiuir he stiirled bis work ot terroriz- 
ing tlii» steamer's eoniiiany. Seizing 
one of the firC n.xes. he attacked the 
eariieuter's shop and wrecked it. sniasli- 
iiig the nia teh-lioarding until it looked 
like a K.ansas saloon after a visit from 
Carrie Nation. This accomplished, he 
ran a'.nuel; with the axe. and stewards 
and iiasseiigers imuie tracks. Finally 
he was disarmed. Capt. Ilall bad been 
notified, and, coming down, lie took the 
axe from the drink-crazed man. 

'riiorc was not much of a struggle. 
Seeing t1ie cap and brass Inittous, Mc- 
Lean sulisided. He told the captain of 
how " th(\v were after hlin." and Capt, 
Hall promising to protect him, he fol- 
lowed tho cantain to the upper deck. All 
day Friday Capt. Hall had supplied him 
with bromo-potassium, egg-nogs and 
other nerve-bracers, and by night-time 
lie was able to eat his menl and talked 
rationally. He was then released and 
v. ent below, washed his face and pnt on 
.1 clean collar. He seemed to have re- 
covered, but it was soon shown that he 
hail not. 

He came on deck again, and. rushing 
into the stateroom of some saloon pas- 
seng(^j's. he seized a rifle they had and 
went gnuning for Cnpt. Ilall. "llie cap- 
tain hail just stepped out of liis room 
when he saw McLean with tlie gun 
pointed straight nt him. Realizing that 
if was a time for prompt action, he 
siirang forward and knocked the rifle up. 
Then, closing on Mcljoan, he disarmed 
him, and. summoning one of the crow, 
he soon bad him in irons. 

The unfortunate was placed in the 
elm rt -room, and three men were told off 
lo watch him. All went well until Sat- 
uriiiiy night, when, while his three 
guards, who were walking the deck out- 
side tho chart-room, had gone to the 
starboard side of the steamer to look at 



tho lights, they said the unfortunate 
man pushed open the door on the other 
side of the chart-room and, running to 
the rail, with a loud cry he leaped over 
into the sea. The guards rushed to 
Capt. Hall's room, and he at once or- 
dered the engines stopped and reversed, 
and had two boats lowi.'red. 

Second Olllcer McCluskie took charge 
of one lioat, while Boatswain Charles 
Borg hail charges of the other, each being 
manned by four n'.en. The night was 
not very dark, the moonlight being good, 
but the sea was roiig'h. and the boats 
were lowered with diflicuUy. Each was 
tossed like a cork by the big waves, and 
was soon out of sight of the steamer. 
'I'lie boats searched carefully, but not a 
sign did either crew see of the lost man. 
Prevented from making a struggle for 
his life by the hand-cuffs which fettered 
his hands, ho had presumably gone 
down like a stone in the surging waves, 
directly he struck the water. At all 
events, although the two boats were 
pulled up and down over the big seas 
for an liiiur iinil a half, nothing what- 
ever roiild bi> seen of the lost man. It 
was a forlorn lioiie from the start, for 
even a good swimmer with flu- use of 
both liis hands would soon li.Mve lieou 
swept away in llic swisliin;; waters and 
drowiii'il, with the rh.iiiees vrry great 
against resioie; but with tho unfortu- 
nate ilriiik-erai-.i'il nun. |)inioiu-d as he 
was willi irons, tliero was no liopo 
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fact that mie of 
Mild lill,.d with 
w. u-jii'ii it was 
tho steamer. 
Ise for it, the 
teamer continued her voyage, leaving 
the unfortunate McT..ean buried in the 
seas beyond tlie Cape.

Jurors 'Jn Williams vs B. A. C. 
Are Out for Over Six 
Hours. 



Will Try to Reach a Verdict To- 
day-'Addresses of 
Counsel. 



After «lx an<l a hall hours' delibera- 
thm, tlie jury in Williams v. tbo B. A. 

0. failed to asrco upon a verdict Tlio 
addresses -of ccuiiBtl and the Judge's 
chjLrge occupied the -vrhole of yesterday, 
the latter only being concluded at 7;t50 
p.m., wlicQ the jury retired. Owing to 
the inipoflauce oi the case and vui 
heavy casts which would be caused by 
« disagreement, both court, couutiel and 
jnrors eeeuied anxiou.s to secure a ver- 
dict, and it is quite probable that the 
jurj-, when tliey meet at 10:30 tbis moru- 
ing, may be able to agree uiwu one. Uis 
Lordship Judge Drake remained in tlie 
court house till 2:30 a.m., iu the hope 
that a verdict would be reached, and 
tlien adjourned the court till 10:30, the 
jurors being allowed to go home. 

At the opening ot the court, Mr. K. 

i". Davis, K. C, addrcsod the jury 
for the defendant corporation. He con- 
tpnded that Wakefield, tho confidential 
legal advisor o£ Col. Peyton, and there- 
fore the one man who should bave fuO 
kndwledge of every detail of the traus- 
.acliiJiis out of which tho case arose, had 
given a. receipt in full for the proceeils 
of thi' sale of the slnuw. It was in the 
face of this ridiculous for Uie plaintilTfi 
to coaie into court with their fairy-tale 
on aiKilluT agreement. lie then very 
clpv.ilv ;ind forcibly reviewed the evi- 
dc-.ici' ' <i£ the ',>viiicii)al witnescs, say- 
iuf lUri-e were many inconsistencies be- 
twi-i a tlicir Btatenients and the UiCtual 
lact't r;.s revealiMl by the documentary 
ev'uler.'e. He charged that the Inst 
c\:tn:'" iu the release secured by ^Ir. 
Mai ! liitosb was put in fraudulently by 
The plaiuliffs or at their suggestion. Mr. 
Davis <pol;o for Over aai hour, condens- 
ing into that short space a massterly re- 
view of the great mass of (evidence, and 
wound np a brilliant addrctis by asking 
the jury to find a verdict for tbo delend- 
ant. 

Mr. v.. v. Bodwoll, K.C., followed for 
the phr.ptirf. Tlis address occuiiied the 
balaiiiT III' the forenoon aiul whoU; of 
the afteruixin sessiiui. He began by ex- 
plaining to tlie jury the law in reference 
to contract.-; and promi.^rH. He tlu n pro- 
ceeded to impress upon the jury the con- 
sistency and eorrolinrative nature of the 
evidence iiroilii.-iM by the plaintiffs and 
tho \veakiie<>s of the defendant's at- 
tempts to answin- it. He was particular- 
ly severe upon the evidence, and the -cou- 
duct all throush the case, of Mr. Hey- 
bnm, whom ho denounced as an inti>r- 
louer who had attempted to force hiin- 
eelf Into the negotiations and oust Gov- 
ernor Mackintosh. Tlie charge that hir; 
clients had conspired together was not 
horno out by any portion of the ovi(len('e. 
They hnd acted in good faith, ns honor- 
able men, throughout. He deprecat<Ml 
the n.ttenipt of the learned counsel for 
the defence in attempting to cast suspi- 
cion upon the verdict of tho witnesses 
and his despenUe action in attacking Ibe 
private character of Col. Peyton. The 
some implications might rcet with equal 
justice ag.ainst Governor Mackintosh 
and Mr. Wliitaker Wright. 

The counsel occupied much time in 
reading extracts from the evidence and 
Mr. Bodweil left no argument untried 
to convince the jury of the justice of his 
dieut's catme. His address was a splen- 
£d specimen of social pleading, and 
irne listened to with marked attention 
by the jnroi-s and the large number of 
spectutor.s present. 

Mr. Bod well concluded hi.s address at 
5 AO o'clock, when the court adjourned 
till 7 o'clock. 

THE JUDGE'S OICARGB. 

Hia Lordship, Mr. Justice Drake, in 
chiiTging the jury, pointed out the com- 
plicated nature of the case, the contra- 
dictions in tho evidence, the large 
amount of money involved, and the great 
mi«takt' "wliieli appeared to have been 
made in triusting to nieniory in a matter 
of such iniportaiiee. instead of having 
the agreement i)lainly staled in ;\, wrir- 
ten document. then l)rie)ly review- 

ed llie negotialionn for the sah> of IjU 
Roi mine to ^\'hitak(M- "Wrigiil and his 
associates, and which led u|i to the mat- 
ter which was the .subject of I he present 
.suit;. Col. I'eyton, a large shandinliler, 
liaif expresi-ii'd tn Whitaker 'W'ri-lit. in 
Loniioii. Iii.s willingness to dispose of 
hie stock ait per share. Afti'r explain- 
ing tiu! natire of an agreement and .-i 
promise. His Lordship wont on to revi<'w 
the evidence. Williams, the Peytrms 
and other witnesses for tho plaintilT, 
hnd sworn positively that they hail a 
verbal iiiulerstanding or promise "(vilh 
Governor Mackintosh, that be was to 
pay thein .$(> per share for their stork, 
and if in buj-iiig the shares of tli<^ min- 
ority stdckliolilcrs he had to pay any- 
tliiUfi uvcr that amount, he would i>ay 
them a like amount over and above the 
.^'(i .t'oi- their shares, novernor Macliin- 
toish llatly contradicted these statements, 
said it w.'is beyond bis power to make 
n promise, but lie liad agreed not 
tn buy the Turner stock at inori' thi'n 
.$(! without consulting them. His cable 
to hiri principals in Ixindnn on May 27, 
went to show that he did not consid<'i- 
thwt lie had authority to make such a 
bargain. There was no mention in the 
coble of such special agreonvent. Hey- 
btiirn's evidence showed that an agreo- 
ineni was made between tlie parties on 
May 27, which vma prepared by 
Ileyburn and Whitfield, who wore the 
legal advisers oif tho plaintilT. Tliere 
was nothing in that agreement alioiit 
the verbal agreement, and Williams and 
Valentine Feyton sw-ore tbnt they did, 
not con-sider it necessarv to mnko its 
exi.'-.tenee known to Ileyburn or Whit- 
field. Vnlpirtine Poyton swore that that 
ngreenu'ut was never acle<i on. Fley- 
burn--wbo iiad been scored by the learn- 
ed counsel for the plnintifFs for hia nl- 
legi'd vanity, which had nothing to do 
with his veracity — .swore tbnt the agree- 
ment was never cancelled and that it 
was still in force. 'Llie provisions of 
that agreement seemed to have boon 
prnclieally carried out, although varied 
as to terniK of payment... His; Lordship 
lien> explained under -what •circunistan- 
ees parole evidence enn ho aofiepted, and) 
with regard to a written agreement. Ilia 
jurors bad to consi<ler the many eonlTv 
dictions in the evidence and tbo 
unmunding circumstniiees which at- 
tei>d<Ml the various stages of the case. 
Col. Peyton had been anxious to realize 
^iri Ills stock. Governor Mackintosh seem- 
ed c-(iually anxious to carry. but -a' "sale 



of the mine. It was a curious circum- 
stance, that tho plaintiSs, all experi- 
enced business men, should .-liavc ne- 
glected to have the term's of their agree- 
ment with Mackintosh plainly stated in 
•\\Titing. According to the evidence of 
Williams, tho two Peytons and others. 
Mackintosh asked them for a release of 
all obligations under the agreement, on 
September 17. Valentine Peyton saitl 
this ■n-as given in a letter, which was 
written and read over to Mackintosh, 
then typewritten, placed in an envel- 
ope and handed to him. Macldntosh 
swears that only a portion of tho letter 
was read to him. The last clause, he 
said, was added without his knowledge. 
Ho put the sealed letter in his pocket 
and never opened or referred to it. It 
was strange that a cable sent to I/on- 
don that day by Col. Peyton did not re- 
fer to that letter. Mackintosh explained 
that he handed the letter with other pa- 
pers to his company. It was hard to ac- 
count for his citrelossnees. It may have 
been sheer neglect, or, considering him- 
self fully released, ho did not think it 
worth w-hilo to bother with it. 

His I^ordship expressed no opinion a« 
to Uio contradictory evidence ol! tho wit- 
nesses; the jurj- must form their ow-ii 
judgment of it, taken in connection with 
the surrounding circiinistaiices. He 
then called attention to the f;'.ot that C()I. 
Peyton's Icttem to Mackintosh, after tbo 
sale, respecting tho purchase of Bink- 
loy's stock and a settlement ot the Tur- 
ner faction claims, «ontained not a word 
of reference to the secret verbal agi-ee- 
mont. 

His Lordship concluded his charge by 
instructing tho jury that they would 
have to decide tlie following points: 

1. Wa.s there any and, if there wafi 
any, what agreement m.ido between the 
parties on May 2(5 or 27? 

2. Did the pn.rlies intend that the 
deed of May 27 should be a complote 
statement ol' the whole transaction be- 
tween them? 

3. Was any agreinnent made a.t PtOss-^ 
land other than thai contaioed in the 
escrow agreement V If so, what was it? 

■t. Did Oovernor Mackintosh have 
any, and what, knowledge of the eon- 
tents of the letter of Septf niber 17? Diil 
Governor Mackintosh repudiate the let- 
ter? 

Tlie jurv retired to consider the ver- 
dict at 7:i)0 o'clock. 

Mr. Dnlf, K. C, for the plaintiff, made 
several objections to His Lordship's

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LECTURE ON SOCIALISM. 

True Basis of Socialism Kxplaincd by 
the Speaker. 

Mr. Kneeshaw addressed nn ottentive 
audience in the Socialist Hall last even- 
ing on " Socialism."

Marcon, who has travelled extensively 
in Cani'da, spoke very encouragingly of 
the developinent of the .socialistic idea 
in Canada in the last few years, stating 
that bo found many iioople in all rmilis 
and prnfessionw, w-ho were socialistic in 
their ideas, oven though many of them 
did ^not realize ,that th^ey .>vere., "almost 
porsuadcd.":> .

enforced. 

Aid Stewnrt thought that those most in- 
terested in the matter should be first heard 
from. Let the barbers nnd the rest of 
them do ob the clothiers. had done nnd pe- 
tition for the closing. 

Aid. Kinsmen directed attention to the 
fnet that a similar by-law had beeu brnught 
up n few years ago, but was thrown out as 
the majorltv of the people were opposed to 
It. rr,- didn't think that the majority of 
Mie eiiirens wanteil it even liow. 

Aid. IJrydon could not see that beeaiisn 
the matter had been killed n few years ngo 
was a reason w'ny It sboiild not la? tried 
again. lie understood that this city was 
the only city In the' Dominion that had 
Sunday "papers. It was In the Interest of 
the future of tlie city that the rising gener- 
ation slionld be carefully guarded by the 
city council. If more power were requlre.l 
the ennneii sboubi seeure the neressnrv 
amendments. TTe Ihoniht tliat Aid. Kins- 
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mau -.vas mistaken In his view of what 
took placo lu connection with the lust by- 
law. 

Aid. Stewart took the stand that If the 
council were petitioned by those interested 
to close the council should pass the by-law, 
as thoy had the power under the Mutilclpal 
Clauses Act. Aid Ueckwlth took exception 
to the statement by Aid. Kinsman that the 
people didn't want the- closing by-law a 
few years ago. He thought that the ma- 
jority of the people of this city were anxi- 
ous to be In line with the rest of the Do- 
mlulon. In Vancoaver things were alto- 
gether different. Xbe' matter should be 
submitted to the vote and let the people 
have the opportunity ot saying whether or 
not they wanted the closing bylaw. Thirty 
eight of the grocers liad signed the last pe- 
tition and all but two ot the barbers had 
favored the bv-law: 

Aid. Cameron also was of the opinion 
that the matter should be submitted to the 
votes ot the city and let the couucll be 
guided by. the result. He was a thorough 
believer In the referendum uud direct legis- 
lation. 

Aid. "Williams favored referring the mat- 
ter to tlie city solicitor. 

Aid. Yates stated that the legislative 
committee had had under consideration 
some scheme by which the refereudum 
could be nuiile to apply to questions like 
tho one under consideration, and he would 
move that tho ladles be advised that the 
matter will receive the consiaeratlon of the 
council 'as to the best -method in which to 
deal with the question. This was carried. 

The manager of the Kuglneering nnd 
MInlug Journal w-rote, asking that the eon- 
tract made with that journal lu .luly be 
coullrmed liv tlie present couucll. This 
went to the")lnance couuuittee for report. 

L. 1". DnlT complained tliut a Uow of 
water lia<l daniaged his lot and asked that 
the city abate the uulsauce.

Jlrs. Gnlletley. the secretary of the la- 
dles' council , asked mat the aldermanic 
hoard to pass a surfew by-law.

Kroiu Atlin news waa received that 
much alleJilioii is now being paid to the 
ol<l channel ol' I'iiie creek, called Gold 
Hun, siLtuited about two miles above 
Piue City, ou the south side of Pino 
creek. It was staked I'or placer dig- 
giugs aud abandoued in '<J'J, aud re-tstak- 
ed last summer. Several shal'ts were 
sunk, but the water made so fast that 
"work had to be ahaudoned till winter, 
and now Gold Ilun in a centre of activity ; 
.■wherever bedroek has been struck the 
pay is more thii.u good, in fact, runs 
Xrom $2 to $8 per bucket. However, only 
in a few ca^eta can the ground be work- 
ed by the individual miner, on ui>cuuut 
of the numerous springe, which drown 
the men out Ot the shafts, and it is ex- 
pected that the property will soon be 
couteolidated and -worked by a large 
dredging company. 

Iv'ews is brought by the Cottage City 
of the wreck of the schooner idler on 
Coronation island, at the south end of 
Chatham straits. C;ipt. Xickett and Ot- 
to Miller, her crew, made their way to 
"NVraujiel narrows, in an open boat, 
■where they were picked up by the Diri- 
go aud taken to Ivetchikan. The wreck- 
ed vestiel belonged to llivers Inlet for a 
Icmg time before being purchased by 
Capt. Nickett .for a prospecting 
among the southeatitern Alaskan islands. 

Capt. Nickett and Miller bad a trying 
time. When they were on Coronation 
island their tent wan destroyed by lire, 
■with everything in it, including their 
gnus, aad the,v had nothing loft upon 
■which to subsist,, tiave a single sack of 
flour, which had been cached outside the 
tent. I''(jrtnnately tliey had secured the 
schooner's ding(^y when Llie schooner 
■waK wrecked, and in llial they set out to 
lind their way to some tselllenient. Cor- 
onation island is at the south end of 
Chatluun strait, and tlie bay in wliich 
they were wrei-ked iri ou the north .side 
of it, and about ten miles south of Cai)e 
Ueeision. In the small dingey, scarcely 
largo euongU to lloat them both, with 
nothing but the sack of Hour to subsist 
upon, tbeeo two hardy prospectors mad«i 
their way to Cape .Ueeision, thence to a 
small inlet half way between Port Ar- 
thur aud Kell bay, where they found an 
iinocenijied hut, and fortunately for 
them, a caDoi>, of which they took j)os- 
sessiuji, leaving ;!. note stating the cir- 
cumstances, so as to avoid any cliai'ge of 
unlawful ai-;>roii]-iati(in. I^eaviiig tli.; 
dingc.v behind, tlioy iuade tlieir way 
througli the inlands to Peterboro, near 
the head of Wrangtd nr.rrows, where 
they caught the Dirigo.

Panama. 



An American In Charge of Gov. 
ernment Gun — Sympathy 
With Rebels. 



H. M. S. Araphion, tlio well known 
crui.ser of Hit; Miijesty's navy, relievin,:,' 
tin.- Leauder on this station, arrived al 
Esquiuialt yesterday afternoon, after 
iibuut lour mouths' pleaeuat voyaf;inu 
through two oceaui'. She looks difl'er- 
ciit to when sliu was hist hero, her rig 
being changed, the yards being done 
away '^^-ith o:i her foremast, and now 
nhe is fore and att rigged, carr.viiii; no 
sails. Her ajnnametit ia the same, how 
ever. 

'I'iie most interesting experience had 
by her company on the voyage out was 
wlien .she was at Pan;una. There tiio 
reliellioii was .still on, iiiid it \v;is nighliy 
e-Npecled that an att.-iclc woiilil he iiKMle 
uii I'aiiania, ljut tliere w:iti no attack. 
J)i)\vii in Lliat .Soullicrii country lliese 
rcliidlions :irc licid iiisli-ail ol' elections. 
The Lil)er:iJs Wanted to turn out X.\\v 
goveruincnt anil, acCDrding tu the Aia- 
phion's idliecn^. it look.s as thougli tlicy 
certainly will in llic long run, tor, on 
their tours uiuong the citizens of P:ina- 
ma and around the trenches, batteries, 
etc.. Of the belligerents, they found ti^ii 
the LiiberuJs— the rcbcl.s— had the great- 
er part of the sympathy. It wa.s lui un- 
common aight to see the women slipping 
out at night over the britlge l'r.)iii the 
city with baskets on their lieads, filled 
with food for the rol)e!is, and in the city 
tlio Bjmpathy seuincd to he all -with 
thoin. that is, out of carsliot of the gov- 
ernment troops. Xlii'sc, tile idlieer.-^ ')f 
till! yvarshi]) said, fonglit because tliey 
wero paid to do so, not from ai\y patriot- 
ism or t^cntiineiit of any Iciiid. 

There -wa^s a coujile of sin.-tU slnrniifih- 
cs when the Amidiion was lying off I'aii- 
ania, but no battle of any .'iccount. The 
tale of the dead as a result of the skir- 
mishes was three killed and a /iiinilar 
miniher w»)unded. There was iw light 
such as tlio bloody ones of sevtiral 
months ago, which were seen by one of 
the company of the Amphion, wlio was 
then attached to the Lcnnder. In the 
former battles, during the stay oC tho 
Leander at Panamn,, some montlis ago, 
the caTimge was Tory gre.nt, and that 
ship had to land doctors and ambulance 
corps to help pick up the wounded, who 
wore left for the most part lying with- 
out Tnedionl a.id, groaning on the fields 
by tlio eombatnnt.s. Then the dead 
wore many: but now the fights are small, 
compared with the big battles of t'.iose 
d;iys of last miminor.

NEW SPECIES OF 

MOUNTAIN SHEEP 



Found in the Yukon Valley and 
Named After John 
Fannin. 



In an appendix to the fu'tli annual re- 
pi.M t oi the \e>v York Zooiogical Society, 
William llornaday, the American mi- 
turaiist, who receutly visited Victoria, 
describes an entirely new species of 
mount. li.i sheep, which have been found 
in norlheri! I'.riti.sli Columbia and tlie 
VukMii Territory, and which he hacs 
iianicil tlvis I''aiiniiii, Fannan's inoiin- 
taiii cheep; al.so "Saddled liacked" 
sheep, or "I'ic-b.ild" sheep. The new 
species is named after Mr. ,Iohn l'"anniii, 
curator of the provincial museum, wdio 
lirst drew attention to the d'iiri!renee be- 
tween this and the uther slieeii of the 
Itocky mountains, he having received 
one at the provincial mut^etim. At the 
time -Mr. llornaday was liere the speci- 
men iit the nmscuiii was the only one in 
the cily, but since then others have been 
received, Messrs. Liudlcy &. Foster, the 
ti;.\idcrmistb. having received oi)e to 
moiuit. 

liesiiler; giviii;,' a detailed and seieiililic 
description of tlic Faiiuin'H mountain 
bheep, -Mr. lloriuuhiy, iu his report, says: 

"To many American sportsmen and 
naturalists tliere is no other wild animal 
on this continent Avhich challenges ad- 
niiratioQ cquul to Utat bestowed upon 
I be mountain sheep. Unfortunately, it 
i.s only thoc-e who have made the ac- 
iiuaiiitaiiee of this animal iu life, and 
upon its own ground, who -liaVe a fair 
conception of its character. Neither 
trom tlie best mounted museum speci- 
mens, nor from the best living e.viimpies 
that have been shown in zoological gar- 
deiiK, can tlic observer le:iri) the true 
character of this hardy mountaineer, in 
whose anatomy strength is combined 
with agility to an extent which is noth- 
ing short of niiirvellous. Its home is the 
loftiest rim-rock of the high mountain 
plateaus, or the most ragged and for- 
bidding bad-laiuls of the middle alti- 
Liides. In summer its favorili! p:i,sLure.s 
are the treelct-s slojies above timber-line, 
and in winter it paws lltrou'jih the snows 
of the inoiititain meadows ^to reach the 
tallest spears of grass. When the rag- 
lug storms and deep snows of winter 
drive the el'k and deer down into llio val- 
leys fur food and sheltia-, the mounlain 
slioep makes no poreeptible change of 
locality. All the year round this animal 
i.s both well-fed and well-clad, and its 
savory llctili invites constant pnr.suit and 
sittack from the mountiiiii lion, and hun- 
ters both white i!.ml red. Unlike its dtill- 
witteil neighbor, the mountain goiil. the 
anoiiiitaiii filieep is wide-eyed :iml wary, 
and dillicult to approacli. 

"The best known sjiecies oC inountain 
slieep of Xortli ^Vmerica is the familiar 
big iiorn of the llocliy mountains (Ovis 
iiioiiliiiia), which has been known for 
mor(! than ji. century. 

"In 18,S1 the pure wliito mnunt.ain 
sheep of Alaska and Northwestern Can- 
iidii wim described by 13. W. Nelson, 
and ehristeuod. .07is dolli, in honor of 
I'rofossor William H. Dall, of Washing- 
ton, I). C. Next in order of discovery 
ciMue Xelsoti's mountain sheep (Ovis 
nelosni). lu' Southern California, do- 
scribed by Dr. C, Ilart Jlerriam in 
.18i)7. In" ISOb, while on an oxplorinf?. 
expedition in the Cassiar jiioinitaiiis, of 
nortlipni Britisli Columbia. ^Ir. X. ,'/. 
.Stono diseovorcHl the very interesting 
ila rk-eoliired snocies of nimintain sheon 
descriiiod by Dr. .1, A. Allen in ISO", 
and christened Ovis sioiiei, in lioiuir of 
its dificoverer. 

'i'lie iliscovery of gold on the Klondike 
river; Northwest Territory, has lod to 



the discovery of still another species of 
niouiuaiu sheep, \^iUch may jutstly bo re- 
garded as tli£i-£andsouicst and tlie most 
striking iu color- mnrkiugs of all kuown 
cipecios of the genus ovis. 

•'\Vhiie ia Victoria, Biitish ■' Colum- 
bia, lust November, the attention of 
the writer wiib called by IMr. Johu Fan- 
nin to the slriii and ukull of a mountain 
sheep which had heca sent down from 
Oansou City by Mr. Henry W. JJrown, 
as a specimen oi Ovis stouei, and prc- 
seoatcd by hiia to tlie provincial museinn. 
An exajiiinaliun ui ilic cikiii, whicu is 
not only from ;iii iidiiit male auiniai, bui 
is also ill perfect pelage ami i)rctierva- 
tion, revealed the btanliug fact tint it 
rcpreaeiits a species absolutely new to 
science, and so strikingly differentiated 
UB to render its title to ludependeut spcci* 
he rank 'beyond quesliou. It is here- 
by deticribed und luanied in hoaor of Mr. 
Johu Funuiu, curator of the provincial 
museum of British Oolumbia, in recog- 
nition of his work as a naturalist special- 
ly interested in the animnl life of the 
Nortjiwest. 

The points of difference between Ovis 
fanuini a.iid all other species of Ameri- 
can ovidae are conspicuous, and it is re- 
markable than ;iu uuimul so large and 
bandsume, and so strangely mu.rkcd th.'it 
its separate identity must be recogniza- 
ble at a considerable distance, should ro- 
maiu in North America undiscovered, 
and even uniieard-of, until the cli>siug 
year of the aiuetueuth century. It is 
strange, indeed, thait for so many years 
it has escaped the vigdant eyes of the 
lludosn liay Fur Oompauy and ite grand 
army of hunters aud trappers. 

"Concerniug the precise range and 
abundance of this auuual, Mr. Brown 
has written me, under date of December 
■M, I'JUU. as follows: 

" 'From the tsmnmits of the low moun- 
tains about IJawson, on the e:iHt sido of 
the Yukon, can be disliiietiy seen, about 
liClj- to ficveiity-live luiieH to the east- 
ward, a beautiful, long, rugged tsiiow- 
caiuied mountain range, extending in n 
nortlicriy and soutliei'ly direction away 
beyond tlie view, known as the Kocky 
mountains. The two ymin bnuiches of 
the Klondike river head in thote snowy 
mountains, in a southeasterly 
ilirection from Damson, and 1 
understand it is ~ there the 
inountain sheep are fouud by the 
hunters. As to how numerous they are I 
do not know, but i)resume they are quite 
plentiful, as I have seen several sled 
loads of the frozen carcass brought in 
by hunters to sell to the Dawson mar- 
kets. 

" "There tire two species, one being ail 
white, the other, such iis the cipecimen 
you saw-, is wliite and gr:iy «addle-b:ick, 
T"he white species, so far us I eaw, 
are a little the smallest.' 

".Mr. Warburton IMke, the Arctic ex- 
Iilorer, infiiriiied iiie tliat on liir^ journey 
down the Yulion, a short distance below 
Dawson, he heard of a "pie-bald" moun- 
taiu sheep, but was unable to procure n 
specimeu. It is highly probable that' 
Ovis fanuini -will be found distributed 
throughout a considerable extent of the 
ruggest mountain ranges, -which quite 
Htirround Dawson City north of the Yu- 
kon . 

"A sub.seQi ent edition of this pai)er 
will contain a colorcil plate of the species 
decsribed, from a painting by Carl Ilun 
gins, and eompa.rative notes and figures 
of other species of mountain sheep which 
inhabit ><ortli America."
